T^OR the ardent boat enthusiast, a "take- 
down" pier is a necessity. There is no end 
to the many ideas set forth for building piers, 
but it is contended here that a construction 
should be selected which is simple in assembly 
and the various sections not be too heavy 
to handle. The pier length need not be limited 
to three sections as shown, but additional sec- 
tions may be added to attain desired pro- 
jection. Heights of horses are varied in ac- 
cordance with prevailing depth of water. 




'IER No. 1 consists of straight sections 
of walk, set on horses. Pier No. 2, also 
a sectional suggestion, provides ample 
walks and a boat slip. Although plans of 
either are available as illustrated here, 
construction may be adapted to accom- 
modate various requirements and con- 
ditions.

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IT is as important to provide 
proper shelter for your boat 
as it is to have a good garage 
for your car. Adequate winter 
storage is also essential. This 
little boat house includes pier 
and diving-board facilities and 
will make a comfortable head- 
quarters for all your water ac- 
tivities.
